Mr. Casey asked ‘when the report of 
the travelling commission of last sum- 
mer, to inquire into tariff matters, 
would be laid before the House. It was 
important that it should be brought 
down early in view of the discussion on 
the tariff. 

Sir John Thompson said he would an- 
swer the hon. gentleman to-morrow. 

_ Sir James Grant, resuming the ad- 
journed debate on the Budget, said it 
was absolutely necessary that the in- 
terests of Canada should be thoroughly 
protected, Self-preservation was the 
first law of nature, and consequently 
he was pleased that past Governments 
had maintained a degree of protection 
which would not oppress the people, but 
at the same time conserved the energies 
of the nation. Since that policy had 
been adopted there had been unparalle|- 
ed progress, and yet the Liberals told 
us that we lived in an atmosphere of 
indigo. It might be asked then why 
should the tariff be reformed? ‘The 
answer was that Canada was progress- 
ing, and therefore a more progressive 
policy had been propounded, He hoped, 
however, he wouid be excused if he 
made a suggestion, The necessities of 
life had been made free, and he thought 
that mental food should also be free. 
Whatever course the Government took 
in the matter would be agreeable to 
him—(Opposition “ Hear, hear )—but 
he trusted that the Finance Minister 
would see his way clear to giving Can- 
ada free books. When he saw on the 
opposite side of the House the Opposi- 
tion leader, who was respected and ad- 
mired by thousands of Canadians—(Op- 
position “ Hear, hear”’)—and when he 
saw the member for Bothwell, whom 


the late Sir John Macdonald used to say; 


was the Erskine May of Canada, he re- 
gretted that they were advocating 4 
policy that could not earry, them to vic- 
tory. 

Mr. Martin, dealing with the changes 
in the tariff, said that the reduction on 
agricultural implemeste would not sat- 
isfy the Northwest. In the first place 
the duty of 20 per cent. was 2 1-2 per 
cent. higher than the Mackensie tariff. 
He considered that 17 1-2 per cent. 
would be too high, with the present 
prices for wheat, The farmers appealed 
to Parliament to consider most carefully 
their condition, but evidently that had 
not been done, eo that it was necessary 
to face the facts equarely. At present 
the condition of affairs in the Northwest 
was a very serious one. It was true that 
from 1881 to 1891 there had been sub- 
stantial progress,but it was nothing like 
the degree of advancement enjoyed in 
the preceding decade. The Patrons of 
Industry were not allied to either of 
the political parties, The Patrons of 
Manitoba and the Northwest Territor- 
ies had passed a resolution recently, 
which, he thought, was the most serious 
arraignment of the Government that 
he had ever heard. The resolution read : 
“That in view of the ruinous tariff and 
excessive freight rates imposed on 
Northwest farmers, the Patrons will ask 
the Ottawa Government to abandon all 
immigration schemes, as the Order does 
not believe the Northwest, under present 
circumstances, offers any inducement to 
eettiers.”” (Hear, hear.) He would aleo 
point to the fact that the Winnips¢ 
Board of Trade, an organisation com- 
of Conservatives, had 
memorialized the Government against an 
excessive tariff. Their conditions were 


set forth as being different from 
those of most other parte of Can- 
ada: (1) There was a lack of 


the raw material required in most manu- 
factured articles; (2) the cost of labor 
was higher on account of the sparse set- 
tlement ; also (3) the cost of fuel, and 
(4) the cost of earriage, etc. In view 
of the fact that Manitoba was aimost 
solely an agricultural country, its pros- 
perity depended on the producers being 
able to raise agricultural products at 
such a cost as would give them a fair 
margin of profit. To do this the cost 
must not be enhanced by unnecessary 
duties or a combination of manufac- 
turers. The memorial also called for the 
abolition of al! specific duties, and the 
levying of ad valorem duties only, and 
many of the duties now in force were 
absolutely probibitive, and, therefore, 
no revenoe accrued to the Government. 
Continuing, he eaid that this memorial 
corresponded almost identically with the 
platform as‘laid down by the Liberal 
party. (Hear, hear). .The hon. Finance 
Minister had stated that the average of 
duty under the new tariff was 28 4-9 
per cent. He would inform him that it 
was much more in Manitoba.

Barbed wire, under the old 
tariff, was taxed 60 per cent., but it 
was taxed under the new tariff at 30 
per cent. If 20 per cent. was & fair 
tax on agricultural implements, why not 
20 per cent. on barbed wire? The fact 
was that the welfare of the great mass 
of the people was sacrificed to the in- 
terests of the tew. Chopping axes, 
shovels and s and harvest tools 
were taxed 35 per cent. These were all 
necessaries to the farmer. Binding twine 
was unchanged, and yet it was one of 
the prime necessities of the farmer. 
There was a large number of articles 
with a very low rate of taxation, but 
the farmer did not use them. They 
were cheapened because they were the 
raw material of certain manufacturers, 
while the farmers’ raw material was 
taxed. There was a list of free goods 
covering 265 articles, but in only 19, 
many of them trifling, had the farmer 
any interest. While agricultural imple- 
ments had been made 20 per cent., the 
term had been limited, so as not to in- 
clude a very considerable number. Har- 
vesters, mowing machines, ploughs and 
seed drills had been reduced to 20 per 
cent., but portable steam engines, 
threshers, fanning mills, horse-powers, 
and a large class of other implements 
were either at the old duty or but 
slightly reduced. He contended - that, 
therefore, the reduction was nothing 
like it pretended upon its face to be. 
The duty upon iron also bore specially 
hard upon the farmer. 

Mr. Montague feared that Mr. Laurier 
had a short memory, as in 1876 he de- 
clared himself a protectionist in Par- 
liament. In that respect he had taken 
refuge in vacuum of his memory. The 
fact was that to-day Mr. Laurier was 
not a protectionist, but a trade prohi- 
bitionist. Referring to Mr. McCarthy, 
he said that the Conservatives were 
not disappointed nor was the country 
hanging in breathless interest upon his 
words.

There were men 
of no less importance than member for 
North Simcoe himself who had been 
sisted, and he hadevidence in his posses- 
sion this afternoon that was not greatly 
to his credit. The member for North Sim- 
coe a few years ago made a series of

among other places he had come to the 
county of Haldimand, whose good peo- 
ple he (Mr. Montague) had the honor to 
represent, and had made a speech there, 
in the preparation of which he had had 
some little assistance from an individual 
who had since attained considerable cele- 
brity in rather an un-Canadian quarter 
in connection with the public life of this 
country. He had in his hand the notes 
of that speech. (Cries of “ Hear, hear, 
and “Oh, oh!’’) The notes were in the 
handwriting of the celebrated Edward 
Farrer. (Hear, hear.) Apparently they

Quiek 
consumption would be a stage cogch te 
an express train as compared to the in- 
sidious, lightning-like and many-legged 
bugs. 

There is no malaria, for the bites serve 
as an antidote. 

I made out for Pancho a list of bie 
daily duties, which he understands, as 
he reads broken Spanish all the easier, 
he says, because it is in pieces.

3. Shake the date palms, or, if they are 
too tall, shoot down a few bunches. 

4. Then give another look at master’s 
elothes. Burn centipedes and tarantulas; 
waste nothing. 

5. Bang the big gourd for breakfast. 
Stand behind the master and fan him tao 
keep flies and mammoth butterflice out 
of his coffee. 

6. Punch the atraw roof with long pole 
to ecare off the snakes; also repeat this 
every evening. 

7. Place bitter almond bean in mae 
ter’a coat pocket; feel first in all the 
coat pockets for anything alive there. 

With these several cardinal rules, I 
manage to keep agoing. The sun begine 
to bite, as does everything else here, af 
9a.m. “Pica” is the word, L believe, 
but it is not small ptea.

Pancho ia my daily wonder, wet or dey, 
bugs or enakes, he is always husy in hie 
languid Guatemalan way. He telle me 
that he always takes part in revolo- 
tions, as they distract his mind and sort 
of freshen him up. From what! com 
gather, Pancho appeara to take in @ 
revolution just as m New England boy 
does the circus. He has been in 23 of 
them, and has acquired much military 
experience and an assortment of mie- 
cellaneous plunder, such as old pistols, 
muskets and clocks and watches appro- 
priated from dwelling houses, two 
pounds of brass buttons and a long list 
of fine, warlike oaths, which are usefal 
in drilling our Indian gang of laborers. 
At present Pancho is a Barrios mas ia 
politica, always siding with the most 
successful man, and staying by him till 
hia power begins to totter. 

Our diet ia monotonous, mostly fried 
bananas, which are rich and filling, bat 
not a good eubstitute for sirloin etenke; 
we alao contrive to get fish of various 
eccentric forms, some of them joraba- 
dos, with much bone, apd some very 
white, well-flavored fish that resenble 
rata ne nearly as 4 fish may. Then we 
eternally have chicken, and, na they are 
plenty, I kill them for their livers, oftem 
destroying two dozen for as many livers, 
which I put on wooden skewers and 
tonet in the fire.

AMATEUR PAPERING. 


How to Choose Suitable Paper 
and Hang it 


TO SECURE ARTISTIC EFFECTS. 


Size of Design—Combining Colors—Cost 
and Neatness—How to Make the Paste— 
Applying Friezes. 


Wall papers form a large element in 
artistic furnishing. To such an extent 
is this true that the most exquisitely 
furnished house whose walls are badiy 
hung, or not hung at all, or otherwise 
decorated, will produce a poor and bare 
effect. 

Not only can any taste be suited, but 
if one will go to a large paper house to 
make selections it is almost impossible 
to choose a paper that is not artistic 
in design and effect. Of course’ the 
judgment of the purchaser must prevent 
him from hanging a paper suitable only 
for a bedroom in his parlor or dining- 
room, and vice versa. One of the spec- 
ial features of the newest papers is the 

SIZE OF THE DESIGN, 

Some of them being six feet in length. 
There are Louis XVI. effects, Marie An- 
toinette and Pompadour wreaths and 
scrolls and Venetian, French and Gothic 
designs. As to color, sage green, old 
pink, indigo blue and Boston yellow pre- 
dominate, many of the patterns being 
enriched with mica. 

A favorit® design is a Grecian honey- 
suckle, utilized in the form of a scroll 
stencilled on a ground of dull, old pink. 
Another shows a beautiful Louis XVI. 
pattern in silver mica on an old green 
ground. A colonial wreath in dark 
brown on a light tam ground is exqui- 
site, and the same plan with the roses 
of the wreaths in reds and pinks out- 
lined with gold on an old green ground 
is extremely rich. 

Three beautiful 

COMBINATIONS OF COLOR. 


Are deep old red and cream, dark tan 
and cream, and old green and deep old 
red. This also is in a colonial pattern 
of wreaths. Friezes for these papers re- 
present cupids, in dark brown on tan 
grounds or in old red on lustrine 
grounds, holding the harps and garlands. 

There are also Dresden china designs 
with flowers and buds strewn over var- 
jously colored mica grounds or over dull 
grounds resembling the surface of china. 
Nosegays of flowers printed in the colors 
of nature on tan or Boston yellow 
grounds are charming. The floral 
sprays, on French gray grounds with rus- 
tic effects in white scrolls, in self-tones 
of blue with similar scrolls for the Gre- 
cian, paper-honeysuckle stencillings on 
terra cotta, deep ecru, old green and 
drab grounds, are suitable for bedrooms. 

NOT COSTLY PAPERS. 

Nor are all of these necessarily expen- 
sive papers only, for while it is true 
that wall papers are every year increas- 
ing in delicacy of coloring and beauty 
of design, it ia as true, and to many of 
us a more interesting fact, that they 
are also becoming less and less expen- 
sive, Manufacturers employ the same 
skilled artists to design motives for the 
paper at 10 cents a roll that they do for 
that at many dollars a roll. 

When ten rolls of paper are sufficient 
to cover the walis of an ordinary-sized 
room and when they can be purchased 
for one dollar, no one need be without 
daintily furnished walle, especially if 
they will learn how to hang the paper 
themselves. One of the 

FRESHEST AND NEATEST 
rooms I know was lately papered by a 
home artisan. The side walls show pop- 
pies in dull red on a cream ground, the 
leaves of faint olives. The flowers have 
long, graceful stems, and droop as_ if 
wind-tossed. The frjeze is of cartridge 
paper in faint old pink, and is separated 
from the side wall by a picture rail of 
pine-stained oak before it was put up. 
Cheap papers rarely have frieses to 
match, although I have seen them of 
most beautiful designs matching paper 
at ten cente a roll. 

Another bedroom has the woodwork in 
cream, a dado of cretonne showing yel- 
low roses on a light cream ground, a side 
wall covered with pale blue cartridge 
paper and a frieze of pale cream with 
huge conventionalized roses in deep yel- 
low. The ceiling paper is pale yellow 
and white. The curtains and bedspread 
are of cretonne and the furniture ia cov- 


Jered with the same, while the floor has 


a carpet in soft tones of blue, showing 

no particular design but an interming- 

ling of the shades in scrolls that ia 
VERY PLEASING. 

A friend has just hung her nursery 
with a tan paper showing wreathe of 
tiny flowers in soft yellows, browns and 
olives, falling perpendicularly down the 
breadths of the paper with here and 
there the cutest little kitten tangling 
itself in the flowers. The frieze is 
twenty inches deep and has almost life- 
size Kate Greenaway figures, while the 
ceiling has a clondy, gray ground fuil 
of tiny gold stars. All of this, except 
the ceiling paper, was put up by one 
small woman with the aid of her one 
servant, for one person alone can hardly 
manage the long breadths. 

If you will carefully follow the rules 
given below you will have no trouble 
in hayging a new paper. 

SPEAK FROM EXPERIENCE. 
In the first place, if there is an old paper 
to be removed, wet it thoroughly with 
a large sponge tied to a stick and dip- 
ped in warm water; after allowing it 
to soak, scrape off with a broad-bladed 
knife such portions as you cannot pull 
off, Meanwhile prepare the “sizing.” 
Soak half a pound of No, 1 glue in cold 
water for an hour, then set it over the 
fire and pour over boiling water until 
you have a mixture of thin consistency. 
If it sticks and scales off when pressed 
between thumb and finger, it is too 
stiff and more water must be added. 

This quantity is sufficient for a room 
15x15, containing two doors and two 
windows, Use an old, clean whitewash 
brush to apply it with. Cheap workmen 
frequently fail to apply this sizing, and 
cousequently the walls which are porous 
absort the paste and the paper loosens. 
If the wall has not been papered, but 
is whitewashed, wash it first with equal 
parts of vinegar and water, or the “ siz- 
ing” will not stick. 

NEXT MAKE THE PASTE. 

One pound of wheat flour and a quarter 
of a pound of powdered alum wet with 
cold water and boiling water added un- 
til it is of the right thickness will hang 
from 10 to 12 rolls of paper. Keep it 
over a slow fire (a small kerosene-oil 
stove in the room will answer), as it 
must be applied warm. 

Few houses own a table long enough

2nd evenly, using a house painter's 
brush ; fold the two ends over until they 
meet in the middle, leaving the paste in- 
side, and with a long. thin, sharp pair 


of ecissors trim off the selvedge edges - 
if these have been made to exactly meet, 
you will have no trouble. Do not trast 
to a chair or a foot-stool, but mount a 
steady step-ladder; loosen one ead of 
the paper, and, holding it right side 
toward you, fasten the top to the wall, 
being very careful to 


START STRAIGHT 


with the first piece when you will have 
no trouble afterwards. With a new 
whitewash brush take long, even strokes, 
brushing the paper smoothly to the wall. 
If it wrinkles raise the two lower cor- 
ners as far as the wrinkle, and try again. 
In fitting the next breadth be sure to 
have the figures match and if this neces- 
sitates, as it almoat aurely will. the cat- 
ting away of some of the paper these 
pieces may come in for use over the tops 
of doors and windows. 

It will be difficult at first to puton a 
wide frieze, unless you cut it in such 
lengths as you can manage and join it 
neatly. A handsome frieze, while it adds 
greatly to the appearance of a room, 
adds considerable also to the expense. 
A plain cartridge paper of a color har- 
monizing with the side wall, cut in two, 
giving a fifteen-inch frieze has a very 
rich effect and makes the 


CHEAPEST KIND OF FRIEZE 


Where one cannot afford to repaper 
often, a cartridge paper is to be recom- 
mended, as one does not so easily tire of 
it as of the pattern papers which weary 
you oftentimes with their endless repeti- 
tion. A parlor in a most tasteful New 
York house has the walls covered witha 
soft, greenish-gray cartridge paper with 
a frieze ir pale old rose showing a scroll 
design in deeper tints of the same color. 
The dining room adjoining has a rich 
warm terra-cotta paper with a frieze in 
creams and gold. 

Another house has the big bay-window- 
ed parlor, which has only a western ex- 
posure, papered in warm terra-cotta 
with a frieze showing conventionalized 
tropical-leaved plants in deep ol'd red 
on a rich cream ground. The small re- 
ception room is papered jn a sunny tan, 
with the frieze in shades of cream and 
brown on a light tan ground. 

It has become somewhat the fashion to 
sigh for the “good old times,’ but I 
think some of us who can remember the 
“best rooms” of long ago can hardly 
be honest if we wish to recall them for 
anything besides the dear old associa- 
tions.

ELCCTRICAL GAIR BLEACHING. 


The Shade of the freases Can Be Accurately 
Beguiaiced. 


Noting the novel uses to which elec- 
tricity has recently been epplied, the 
Electric Review says: Another eater- 
prising individual, thie time a dyer of 
human hair, hae projected the followiag 
method ; advices, however, do not state 
that he has been entirely successful. 
The process is ingenious, and for this 
reason alone it is worthy of mention. 


The subject, who is generally of the 
weaker, and shall we add vainer, 
sex, seats herself in the operat- 


ing chair which is somewhat similar tos 
dentist's chair, and reste the back of her 
neck on a metal plate, which is the sega- 
tive terminal of a rather strong battery, 
the current from which is sefficient to 
exert a moderate decomposing action on 
solutions of salts containing a bleach- 
ing agent such as chlorine.

The discoverer de- 
clares that the color given to the darkest 
hair may be varied at pleasure, 

may also be carefully regulated ; further- 
more, he states that the color does not 
resemble that of ordinary “bleached ” 
hair, but is more natural and in every 
way able to deceive the most expert in 
such matters. While the idea ie one 


‘which is attractive from an experimeatal 


standpoint, the object attained, if hie 
statements are true, is one which should 
be pushed into obscerity by a minimem 
amount of praise.

Nothing would pay the Gov- 
ernment better than to expend time and 
money in investigating, developing and 
fostering the mining industry, as had 
been the case in other lines, notably 
agriculture. 

The Bill paseed its second reading. 

The House took up routine work and 
passed several Bille through committee 
and through their third readings. 

Mr. Gibson moved that various hos-

After a somewhat lengthy discussion 
the motion was allowed to stand. 

In moving the secong reading of his 
Bill to secure the prompt punishment of 
persons guilty of personation at elec-

Mr. Harcourt, in moving the second 
readiug of his Bill respecting the law 
of libel, paid a compliment to the press 
of Ontario, which he said very seldom 
trespassed in this respect. 

Mr. Gibson said that in the past when 
& person was detected in the act of im- 
personating, the facilities for his pun- 
ishment were so imperfect that he 
almost always escaped. The Bill, the 
powers of which were confined to Lon- 
don, Hamilton and Toronto, provided 
for the immediate detention of a person 
suspected of impersonation, even before 
information had been sworn against him: 
the deputy returning officers to have 
the power to swear in especial constables 
and order the arrest of suspected im- 
personators. 

Mr. Meredith said that the Bill would 
receive the support of the Opposition, 
but he did not see why its power could 
not be extended to the whole of On- 
tario. 

Mr. O'Connor made a strong attack on 
newspapers which published anonymous 
correspondence. He thought the power 
of the press was greatly abused. He wae 
strongly opposed to the clause in the 
proposed Bill which provides that no one 


will be prepared to see additional repre- 
sentation given to Toronto, as was 
promised last session, and the Bill ac- 
cordingly provides for a division of the 
city into four constituencies, to be call- 
ed respectively East Toronto, West To- 
ronto, North Toronto and South Toron- 
to. The boundaries of the divisions 
will be as follows: East Toronto will 
consist of Ward 1 and that part of Ward 
2 lying south of the centre line of Carl- 
ton street and east of the centre line of 
Sherbourne street. North Toronto will 
consist of that part of the city lying 
north of the centre line of College and 
Cariton streets, which are almost in 
a straight line, and will be bounded on 
the east by the centre line of Sumach 
street, and on the west by the centre 
line of Palmerston avenue. South To- 
ronto will comprise those parts of Wards 
2, 3, 4 and 5 lying south of the centre 
line of Carlton and College streets, 
bounded on the east by the centre line 
of Sherbourne street,and on the west 
by the centre of Tecumseth street pro- 
duced to the bay, and by Palmerston 
avenue, or in Other words, South Toron- 
to will lie immediately to the south of 
North Toronto. West Toronto will be 
made up of that part of the city lying 
west of Palmerston avenue and Tecum- 
seth street, produced southerly to the 
lake, being the remainder of the city 
not ineluded ia the previous divisions. 
It has been the aim of the Government 
to divide the city as equally as possi- 
ble, and the form which will be taken 
by the four constituencies will be a very 
slight deviation from that of four 
equal rectangular divisions.

Mr. Meredith—What do you make the 
population of Ottawa, adding the new 
parts ? 

Mr. Gibson—The population of the city 
proper is 44,154, and with these villages 
you add 2,014, making in all 46,168. 
You will see that the increased repre- 
sentation is justified by the increased 
population, and that on this basis Ot- 
tawa is entitled to one additional mem- 
ber. I am sure that the etatement I 
have made will give satisfaction to hon. 
gentlemen opposite, and that the Gov- 
ernment are to be cougratulated on hav- 
ing brought down a Bill that cannot be 
enid to savor in any way of an endeavor 
or desire to take anything like a poli- 
tical advantage. 

Mr. Meredith said that as it was not 
according to the custom of the House to 
discuss the provisions of a bill on its 
first reading, he hoped that an examin- 
ation of the figures would bear out the 
statements of the hon. Provincial Sec- 
retary. He could not, however, con- 
gratulate the Government on having at 
last brought in this Bill after having 
for nine years after a motion  intro- 
duced in this House by Mr. Alexander 
Morris persisted in a system of minority 
representation, which had enabled them 
by undue advantage to return a member 
for this city. He also objected to the 
fact that this measure would result in 
adding three more members to the num- 
ber already in the House. The Bill took 
three sections out of the County of 
Carleton and added them to Ottawa, 
and though he did not wish to be suspi- 
picious, he was not satisfied that when 
they came to look into the measure they 
would not find that this had been done 
with a very distant idea containing a 
political advantage.

Sir Oliver Mowat replied briefly, 
saying that the charge made by the hon.

tation in order to keep one Toronto seat 
was groundless, With the large major- 
ity which the Government had in the 
House there was no need for it to take 
any euch steps for the purpose of ob- 
taining an additional supporter. If on 
that one member had depended their 
majority, there might be eome 
for such a charge. There were other 
ways by which the matter of increased 
representation for these three cities 

ht have been arranged by which an 
ipcrease in the number of members might 
have been avoided, but the method set 
forth in the Bill had been decided upon 
as the fairest open to them.

A criminal ceremony exists among the 
tribes of the interior of Sumatra, which 
is without doubt the eurvival of an 
ancient and very cruel custom, that has 
passed in the course of time into a civil 
and religious duty. These people, al- 
though of rather gentle disposition, 
piousiy and ceremoniously kill and eat 
their aged parents, in the belief that 
they are performing a sacred duty. At 
the appointed day the old man who is 
destined to be eaten goes up into a tree, 
at the foot of which are gathered the 
relatives and friends of the family. 
They strike the trunk of the tree in 
cadence and sing a funeral hymn. Then 
the old man descends, his nearest rela- 
tives deliberately kill him, and the at- 
tendants eat him. 

With some peoples animals take the 
place of humay victims; but what we 
have said is sufficient to show that even 
with these people collective crime was 
formerly a solemn ceremony, although 
individual crime was al re 
as something to be condemned.—M. Guil- 
laume Ferrero, in the Popular Science 
Monthly for October.

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HUNTING THE TIGER, 


Not He of Bucket Shops But 
the Jungle’s Lord. 


CAPTURING A MAN-EATER. 


One That Had Killed Sixty Natives Carried 
Of a Mau Before Mic 8-11 w's Ey-o— 
Tiger and Men itn a Pit—A Tiger's Sat- 
eide, 


For 20 years, writes J. B. Gaylord, I 
was engaged in the pleasing pursuit of 
capturing lions, tigers, jackals, hy- 
enas, elephants and other wild animals 
for the late P. T. Barnum, and I can 
truthfully aasert that tiger hunting is 
the grandest sport of all. The fascina- 
tion of the game is such that even those 
who have become grey and grizzled in 
the service leave it only with extreme re- 
luctance, even after age has rendered 
them incapable of following it further. 

I had one night’s experience in the jun- 
gle that I will never forget. It wae 
while hunting for a monster tiger which 
Was the terror of the domain over which, 
like the British lion, he had established 
a sort of self-constituted suzerainty. He 
had killed no leas than 60 natives of a 
little village situated on the left bank 
of the Punjah River, a tributary of the 
great Indus, about 300 miles east 9 of 
Atak, the seene of Alexander the Great's 
famous passage. The natives had be- 
come thoroughly panic stricken, and 
left that section of the country in a 
body. Indeed, the pretty little hamlet, 
when I got there, resembled Goldsmith's 
“deserted village.” Not a single ox, 
buifalo, cr even a sheep, was in sight. 
Trcops of British soldiers from Taxila 
and other ‘garrison towns hunted for 
weeks for his striped majesty, but in 
vain Jupiter, as this king of beasts 
Was appropriately termed by Capt. Hel- 
yars, of the tith Light Dragoons, was 

TOO CUNNING FOR THEM ALL. 

He avoided all snares set for him and 
kept far away from the reach of either 
the poisoned arrows of the natives or 
the rifles of the whites. Yet Jupiter 
kept up his depredations with marked 
success. Beside the 60 natives men- 
tioned,he had taken off innumerable cat- 
tle. The culminating atrocity was 
reached when His Tigership pounced up- 
on au unfortunate soldier one night and 
ran away with his prey before tne very 
eyes of his comrades without eveu a vol- 
ley being fired, so quickly was the deed 
done. The soldier was one of a hunt- 
ing party which were out four nights 
looking for Jupiter, and it was his turn 
to do guard duty. The poor fellow was 
half dead with exhaustion, and nodded 
when he should have been wide awake, 
and met an untoward fate. 

I arrived at Atak about this time and 
heard of the exploits of Jupiter, which 
were, indeed, the talk of the entire sec- 
tion. I determined to catch that tiger, 
cost what it would. I had with = me 
three true and tried white men, the best 
tiger hunters that ever invaded a jun- 
gle, and 120 natives, whom 1 had se- 
cured with great difficulty, so far-reach- 
ing was the terror that Jupiter had in- 
spired. 1 meant to take him alive, too, 
and have Barnum exhibit the greatest 
tiger ever seen either in ancient or mod- 
ern times, That, you may surmise, 
would be no easy undertaking. 

Here let me say that there are half a 
dozen ways of 


HUNTING DOWN A TIGER. 


All of them but one involve the death 
of the monarch of the jungle. The ordi- 
nary way is to have the natives beat 
the wood or jungle and rouse the tiger 
from his lair, That royal beast, be it 
known, always remains in concealment 
with his mate in a thicket during the 
day, and seeks his prey after nightfall. 
The noise made by the natives thrash- 
ing the bush arouses him from his slum- 
ber, and he comes out stealthily from 
his lair. The white hunters, for the 
natives have by this time retired 
speedily tothe rear, have now their 
opportunity. Mounted on the backs of 
elephants and comparatively secure 
from danger, they blaze away at the 
tiger as he rushes at them, and in time 
dispatch him. 

Another mode of destruction is to hang 
a sheep or goat to a rope suspended from 
a number of heavy berms put together 
like a cone, and so adjusted that the 
moment the tiger springs at the bait the 
beams fall upon and crush him. 

The natives of Oude have still an- 
other mode of encompassing the tiger's 
death, which is quite simple and effec- 
tive. They sprinkle thousands of broad 
leaves, smeared with a substance like 
birch lime, in the path the tiger is sup- 
posed to take. If he sets foot upon a 
smeared leaf, he is done for. He rubs 
his paw on his head to get rid of the 
leaf, and his plight geta worse and 
worse. The leaves are transferred to his 
face, and all efforts to remove the nuis- 
ance only add more leaves to his head 
and face. Soon he becomes blinded, and 
in an aogny of fear and rage he ro}ls on 
the ground, howling fiercely all the 
while. The hunters thus learn of his 
whereabouts and quickly step in and kill 
him. 

There is only one way to 

TAKE THE TIGER ALIVE 

and uninjured, and that is by means of 
the trap. Of these there are two kinds 
—the box trap, which the Chinese use, 
on one side of which there is a mirror. 
The tiger is attracted by his own pho- 
tograph, and tugs away viciously at the 
fastening of the lid, which he succeeds 
in opening, and is caught very much 
after the manner of a rat in a miniature 
concern, 

The best way to capture a tiger, in 
my humble opinion, is that employed by 
Haegenbeck, myself and other expericnc- 
ed hunters. It is exceedingly simple and 
effective. The tiger, being the most 
carniverous of carniverous auiinals, can- 
not live far from water. He must 
infest a jungle near ariver, ¢tream or 
creek. There he goes every night to 
satiate himself with water. Hence his 
track can be easily found. Here is the 
trick to catch him. Dig a pit about 20 
feet wide, $0 feet deep and 20 feet long. 
Stretch across that bamboo sticks, in- 
terwoven in every way, and over these 
sprinkle dead leaves, so as to look like 
natural ground. Then from each side of 
the pit have stout wooden staves pro- 
ject to a point immediately above the 
centre of the pit, #0 as to form a periect 
cone. From the apex of the cone have 
® goat or sheep suspended by a rope. 
The bleeting of the victim is sure to 
bring the tiger to the seene of opera- 
tions, and he quickly springs upon his 
prey. The staves give way before his 
weight, and he falls into the pit. For 
hours he will strive to jump out of the 
pit, but, of course, he cannot. When he 
has lashed himself into an impotent rage 
and lies weak and helpless in the bottom 
of the pit, push down s small cage, just 
enough to cover him, of tough bamboo 
sticks, with only three sides covered. 
Then the fourth can be easily built under 
him by digging into the ground and 
weaving sticks of different grades of 


thickness from side to side. When this 
is done the cage can be lifted up and 
brought to the nearest station, where 
the tiger can Se transferred to an iron 
cage and thea shipped away. 

The greatest care must be taken in con- 
structing this sort of trap. Every ounce 
of dirt must be carried away in bacs, 
for if the tiger smelt the fresh earth he 
would not come near the trap or enip 
at the live bait even if he were famish-d. 
Neither would he walk into it if the 
ground did not look perfectly natural. 

But to get back to my tiger. I had 
“ located ’ Jupiter and prepared at jeast

for him, the best I ever saw made, but | 
he was the “flyest” tiger I ever saw | 


or heard of, and tantalizingly refused 
to walk into any of them. He would 
walk around each cf them = carefully, 
sniff the air suspiciously, glare at the 
bleating lamb and then trot off, even 
though he must have been hungry many 
a time. We could have killed bim citen, 
that was not our game. We had hunt- 
ed him three weeks, and were well nich 
discouraged. We had, too, drawn our 
lines about him and shut him off from 
all sort of prey, yet he would not nib- 
ble at our bait. 

One night, to our surprise, he turned 
the tabies and hunted us. We were all 
completely fagged out by our exertions, 
and dozed after supper within the circle 
of fire which we had built to keep out 
savace beasts and drive away the 
equally savage insects with which that 
country is infested. A dozen  aatives 
and oue of my white men were on cuard. 
Suddenly there was a rushing

Jupiter over the fire line 
I never knew the wildest kind of 
animals do before—and quicker 
you could say Jaek Robinson he had 
one of my natives in his teeth and 
bore him off into the deepest jungle. 
The trick was done so suddenly that 
none of us had a chance to pull a trig: 
cer if we wanted to. However we 
hunted him for fair in turn now. This 
time we had luck, but not until a furth- 
er calamity oecurred. We beat evecy 
bush for miles around as big as a 
tiger’s body, and by daybreak had 
forced Jupiter to change his base a 
dozen times. Finally we drove him 
along a pathway in which was one of 
our innumerable traps. By good or bad 
luck several of my natives happened to 
be in that path when Jupiter came 
tearing along. They broke in diiferent 
directions, but two, whose abject fear 
caused them to forget the lay of the 
land, ran right ahead toward the trap. 
They reached it exactly the same mo 
ment that Jupiter did, and ail three 
went down together. When we arrived 
and looked into the pit Jupiter iad al 
ready dismembered the unfortunate 
men, and was still tearing away fierce- 
ly at their fragments.

We caged Jupiter after an awful lot 
of trouble, and bore him away in tri- 
umph to Atak. When we tried to drive 
him from the bamboo cage to asolid 
iron one, for shipment to America, he 
fought with all the courage and de- 
spair that 
human hero. He had the intelligence, 
almost, of a human being. It was in 
Vain that we prodded him with red hot 
rods of iron. Into the iron cage he 
would not go. Suddenly, as if acting on 
inspiration, Jupiter, with head erect, 
rushed right up against Tom Walton's 
red hot rod, and then sank with a sort 
of sob to the floor, When we pulled 
him out into the iron cage, five minutes 
later, Jupiter waa dead. The heated 
iron went through his eye, and pierced 
his brain,

For the first time since I was a 
I saat down and cried. All of the com- 
pany, too, felt as bad ag I did. As for 
Barnum—well, he felt pretty blue, too. 
He wanted that tiger in the worst way. 
Jupiter was the biggest tiger I ever 
saw or heard of. They vary in size 
from 15 feet to 18 feet—head to tail tip 
—and in weight from 250 to 351 pounds. 
Jupiter measured 20 feet 2 inches from 
tip to tip, and weighed 430 pounds. He 
had the richest of tawny hides, mag- 
nificently striped with dark bands. I 
gave the skin to Capt. Helyas, who 
converted jit into a rich rug, which 
sent to Albert Edward, Prince of Wales. 
The Prince still has that rug. It graces 
his library at Marlborough House.
